Troos conſide ring that by ſeparatyon of dis people they = 
that were beaten oz put backe might be ſuccoured when 
it ſhould come to ſfrokes , graunted the requeſt ot his tun 
ſonnes , and twoke vnto them twelue thouſand of fighting 
men. Mon and Ganimedes thanked the King Troos their 
father „and toke leaue of him, and wente fozth with 
their fighting men, in ſuch wiſe that they were a mile 
befoze the battaile of the King . And ſo the Bing Troos fal- 
lowed the battayle of his two ſonnes, Ilion and Gani- 
medes , And he had riders betweene both appoynfe1 
repoꝛte to the king Troos, when his ſonnes had fo! wTas . 
talus the ꝛ enemies: and alſo the two noble ſores h4dbe»- 
foze them their diuerſe eiyyes, and watchers that were ſeut

her: Notve le J well the contrarie, and that'by mes 
Troy ſhall flouriſh: and that moꝛe is, by m caue der 
name ſhell growe and ſhall be enchaunſeb, and that all. 
kings ſhall tremble befoze her, in my light and behol- 
ding. © falfe traiterours fozttme, accurſed be theu, that 
Feuer belerued on ther. Theſe'wozds finiſhed, hee ſulde 
to his fon and to other of his counceli;thafthey cauſe

The Troyans hadnenerſene man on hozte backe befoze, 
and whentbeyſawglupner, they had theught it had bene 
þalfe a man and halfe a hozſe ;- and there were ſome that 
fledaf his comming, and ſome above and fought valliantiy, 
gainſt him : thus be gan the battaile of that day. Tbepok 
Crere followed Jupiter with a great noyſe of Waboz 
— to ſkirmiſh with the Troyans: they did 
their beſt on both ſides, Iupiter bare to the ground many 
Treyana, and well employed his hozſe an whirhhe tade⸗ 
Ganimedes and Sarurne,on the other ſive failed not. Al way 
Lupiter pzoued timſeifetn armes the moſt expert aboue all 
other. And abandoned his body and life vnto the fight of his 
\ 4 enemies, and there was no man that durſt haue to do with 
4 him 0 abide him but he was lain and put onderſate;by the 
cutting and ſmiting ofhis{woz2y. 
Cruell and fierco was this battaile. The Troyans were 
without feare , and did great pꝛoweſſes, and mani by the 
{he leading of Saturne, and of Ganimedes. Saturne met Lupi- 
ter often limes, as he that lought great ſtrokes: but Iupi- 
cer that knew him well, would neuer abide him, ſaying: 
that he would neuer ſet hand on bis perſon; buteſchewed:

And a⸗ 
mong other , Gamimedes was bozne downe tothe earth as 
mog them: and ſome were hurt and ſome rele ued after hur⸗ 
ting, and ſome without hurte. UWhen Ganimedes felt hints 
ſelfe among the hozſe-fee te he was in his heart terrible ans 
grp, and ſaid that he would be ſhaꝛtly auenged. Anon he as 
roſe ſodainly and toke his ſwozd, and ſe ing the Centaure 
that bad ſmitten him down, doing meruailous feats of arms 
among a great many of his folke, that mightily withſtod: his 
bnmeaſurable ſtrokes, he gaue vnto him ſo great a ſfroke, as 
be was le aning on the right ſive. to haue ſmitten a Troyan, 
that he gane him a great wound, by which he was fo aſtonp⸗ 
ed that he dzoue him down al his hoꝛſe, and he himſelle le apt 
vp into the ſaddle. This Centaure was named Eſon, and 
was vong, and was after ward father af Iaſon that conquered 
the golden fleece. When he bad retepued the ſtroke that 
Ganunedes had giuen him, he made a cry ſo great, that tenne 
- Tentaures came running, and delended him from the 
- paeaſe, And caſting downe one another, they beate the

The Ports 
wꝛite that this Chimere bad the head of a Lion, tbe wambe 
of agoate-; and the taile of a ſerpent, bat loz truth it was a 
monntaine inhabitable, that had in deight aboue a paſſing 
great caue of Lions, and in the middle of the hill it was full 
or goates, And at the fote bencath, it was -enuironed and ſet 
round about with ferpents. Theſe lions and ſerpents 
were paſſing damageavle , and noyous vnto the countrey 
about and nigh. When Bel) erophon then ſa the moun⸗ 
taine, he went tbither, and Perſeus and Danaws followed 
bim. They had not long matthed, when they ſawe and 
'behelve moze then a thouſand little Serpents with many 
great Dꝛagons, of whome (ome came about Beilcrophon 
and caſt out theyz venime, and the other paſſed foozth, - 
and came running vppon Perſeus and Danaus, which 
hadde pꝛemiſed to Bellerophon, that they would there do 
no devs noz enterp2iſe of arms, but ik it were by cenſtraint, 
wund in dekending their bodies. 

Anon as theſe ther valiant knights ſawe the ſe curſed

Me 
defirednothing but foz to bee al waye among the lavpes; and 
alway had the eye vpon them. But in the ende he behelve

pleaſure. . In the great aboundance of his fight, de ſo ss 
fired his eye on her excellencie , that his heart beganne to | 
be troubled/, in ſuch wiſe that be was amozous and coue⸗ 
tous ot her loue In this his ſo greetye cones 
touſnes and deſiring, he let paſſe the ſolemnitie ofthe webs 
ding, and returned into Crete: but he had not long \giourned 
when the ſayde couetouſnes ſo wꝛought vehemently in him, 
that on a day he be gan to ſpeuke of Alcumena, in the pde ſente 
of Iuno.

__ © Then the Qucene luno vaterſode that Jupiter 
talked ſo much of Alcumena; at that fame time the was ſoze 
mioued with ne w ielouſie: J oꝛ ſhe had often times bene tes 
lous of lupiter, and thought in ver lelfe, that if ſhe might, 
ſhe woald cauſe tv flie and put to drath Alcumena. After 
theſe > (peches, Iupiter found himleife ſeze intangledand os 
nercome with loue , and fo to ouermaiſter it, and to let if 
paſſe, hee toke His bow and arrowes in purpoſe to go to the 
wod fo; to fleaſame wilds beat, And went lozth accompa⸗ 
nied one iy with Ganimedes, but as ſone as hee was iſſued 
dont of the gate, there camp and met him ane of the knights 
ni Thebes, and did reverence vnto the king, and ſayde vnto 
8 715 bin, that the king Crean of Thebes ſent htm Uto 
„and req red him that he would aide and helpe him 
fo warre againlt the king of Thelipoly, that had treſpaſſed 
againſt hum.

| toke leaue of king lupirer;4 returned vnto I hebes, Where

Anon as Iupiter had vnderſtode, that king Creon had gi⸗ 
nen Arciancie to A mphitrion, he imaginen ſwne that Alcus 
mena was in that place , and was in will to haue gans 
that place if it had not tien that he dꝛeaded the talking is 
people, and alſo he ſeared to make Amphittiontelous, 
This conſideren, the king Iupiter N in Thebes not 
well pleaſed , fo2 aſmuch as bee might not ſ@ Alcumena, 
_— paſſed there that time the bet wiſe he coulde ., till .. 
mphitrion t other were tome. Then they departed from 
ebes from the king Creon , and went fozto lape ſie ge to 
— citie of Thellipoly e, accompented with the king Jupiter, 
and mary other, During the ſiege, they ol the citie zCapled 
oft time by battaple againe their enemies, but they of Thes 
bes hap alwape ſo god foztune, that in the ende they bf. 
Thellipolye perlded them in all popntes to the will of king 
Creon: and thus when the king ol Thebes had ouertome 
and lubdurd the citie , he returned voto his ceuntrey with 
great iop. ac. 

When Amphitrion ſawe that their enimies were overs 
come, and that there was no moze perill, he had great de ire 
to go fee his wife Alcumena : and fog tobaſthim the moze 
loner to bee with her, he departed from the holte , with 
leaue of the king, accompanyed with an Eſquire one ip. 
When king lupiter awe Amphitrion ſa departe vpon his 
waye , he began to thinke and adniſe him of a great ſubtilty, 
las to come to bis intent. Andheteparted from the hoſts

When Hercules had wzitten this pꝛoclamation, anden- 
groſſed it, he ſent it to Euriſteus, who read it, and him ſæ med 
that the inuention of the authour and maker was god and 
right wozthy to bee put in memozy, and called one ot his 
knights, and gaue him the charge and office to go publish 
this pzoclamation in the courts of all the kings of Greece, 
he knight enterpziſed with right god heart to doe the ſaid

Furiſteus , and what maner Countrey is it? *Uertily aun⸗ 
ſwered one ofthem, J trowe that in all the wozlte is no 
better Conntrey, foz there is aboundance of all things that- 
bee nccefarte to mans life, and J can tell to you; that in the 
places of cur dwelling, and where we haue gur haunt, 
there be manie Jies lying about the kartheſt partes ok 
Mauree|; beyond Ampoleſie, where growe all the beit 
things that men can thinke , and there is a king namen 
Philotes, ſonne in lawe to a King named Arhlas, which bs 
the generation of Greckes : and it is not tobe buremems 
bzed, bow that the King Pluloces accompanied with the 
daughters of king Aihlas , found late an Ile right pleas 
fant, as was his aduenture. This Ile is all piaine with- 
out mountaine oz valley , it is inſuch wiſe as is a Gaxs 
den, all greene; and there be therein ſo many hape and 
muttens, that it is maruaile, which be kept and chert- 
ſhed there as diligently as ifthey were ol ine Golde.

The king Egeus then gaue league to the Ad fo- 
depart from his pꝛeſence, and commaunded that no man 
ſhould let them in their returning toward thepz Countrey, 
and they went and de parte d. Furiſteus abode with Egeus, 
and Euriſteus tame to Hercules and Iheſeus, and wiſhed by 
a great deſire to haus of thoſe muttons, ſaping to them, that 
he would that it had coſt him as much Golde as a pay2e of 
- muttons weigh : and that he had a Ramme, and an Ewe, 
fo2 to ingender in his Countre v. In that time were no ſhep 
in Greece? When Hercules had heard the vefire of king 
Euriſteus, ſodainly he ſayd to him. Sir, ve baue a deſire to 
baue a papze of muttons, appertapning to {e daughters 
of Athlas, by the conqueſt and armes of the ſtrong Giant 
Philotes. J pꝛomiſe vou here fo2 truth, vpon mp gentle⸗ 
neſſe , that by this day thze werkes, J will depart bywa- 
ter, oz by land,foz to fetch and get them: and that J will ne- 
uer returne into Greece, vntill the time that J haue found 
the Ile, and that J ſhall oppoſe my ſelfe agaynſt the Ci⸗ 
ants that kepe it, and will aſſay if J can get the Jle from 
them, like as Philoteshath gotten it from other. When 
the king Euriſteus had vnderſtode the enterpaiſe that Her- 
| cules made, he was paſſing ſozie, fo2 he loued Hercules as 
much as her had bene His owne ſon. Ye diſſwaded him from 
that enterpꝛiſe, weaning *o haue bzoken it: but Hercules 
aunſwered ſo wiſely, and ſo diſcrertty, that Euriſteus was 
content toſuffer him to go bnto this aduenture,and Theſeus 
With dim. 
The renotome of this voyage was ſpꝛed anon in all the 
TTountrep. Egeus and Euriſteus made readie fo2 their two 
1 ſonnes a right god Gally, and wel furniſhed it with ail mas 
ner thing. The Galley and all other habiliments were all 
read in god time. At the end ofthzce- wir kes they went to 
de ſea, and with them right many noble Greckes, t rowed

to-ſpeako-of. Foz at that thme — as bu 

little ewe no; yet oł marchants. Wh 
ſhall J ſay? their maiſter oz pilot, in pꝛoteſſe of time bzonght 
them to Heſpery , that afterward was named Spaine and 
there ſonght lo long the Jle with tbe cherpe, tbat at laſt they 
arriued there at the place. Che Giant that was appointed - 
to kepe the entrie,and the ward of the Jie, flept not at that 
time when the Greekes landed. Ye then iſſue d —— 
pouſe, and came all armed vnto the ſtrayte paſſage , whers 
might ns man go vp but one at once, and he cryed to the 
Greekes, ſaying ; @irs, what (@ke y& here. Hercules aun⸗ 
ſwered: we ſ#ke the muttons that bes in this Jie, foz to 
carrie ſome of them into Greece. The Giant amiſwered, 
| hane ye money inough? if ye haue ſo, — ron 
Yows (ſapd Hercules) ſhall we not have them otherwiſe e 
Ao, ſapd the Giant. Thenſayd Hercules, at the un Let 
vs haue them at the pꝛice that pee haue gotten them fog 
owe ſaid the Giant? The King Philotes bab conque 
red with bis ſwoꝛde the Me | 
anſwered , mine intention is in likewiſe toi 
Jie from him. If pe will defend it, haſte — 
battell againſt me, oz eiſe let me haue the lei; chat a. 
do the re in mp will, 

Anon as the Eiant had vndecſfode- the conciation af 3 


Hercules, he made him readp to defend the place and 


blewe a great Hozne that was there hanging on a tree. 
At ſownding of the Yo2ne, the daughters ol Athlasawaked 
Philotes , and tolde him that to 
place, and that the Giant had blower the hozne. Phitoces 
with thoſe woztes: roſe-vp , and found that: Hercules by 
fozce had put backe his Giant, ( that-excepting Philotes 
was the moſte ſabtile man of armes in all Heſpene) he 
was ſo ſoꝛe abaſhed that hes beganne to ſigh and be lozie:

welcome, J haue now toy in wy beart, ſince 3 ſhallpzous 
my felfe againft the. pen ſay, there is no ſtroke butt 
the mailker- : now let vs le hom we ſhail- wozke together, 
Mell and happie bee hee, that well chall dw and pꝛoue 
mla le. Philotes in the hearing of theſe wo2des, came 
vnto the place, an helve a great Polare, with which her 
mate ſoze vppan the ſhield of Hercules, and made him to 
tagger a littſe. - Whereat Philores beganne to laugh, 
und thought to haue ſmitten againe Hercules with that 
Polare, who was aſhamed of the other ſtroke. And de then 
nept him well, and waited ſo, that in the ſmiting he caught 
it, and plucked it out of his fiſts, and caft it into the lea, 
f Then was Plulotes all abaſhed of the fozce of Hercules: 
and when hee had loft his Polt axe, he toke his ſwozd, 
and came ſoz to fight with Hercules, Philotes had the 
aduantage, | foz Hercules was vnder him. They aſavled the 
une the orher rightfiereely; and well thep kept them both 
timo. All this day they fought without ceaſing, ſo long as 
te day-endured: the night tame on that they muſt ceaſe, 
then they lay there both two vpon the place, They liept 
nothing, lo it was no time, both two kept the watch, and 
they endured it well, foꝛ they were actuſtomed ſoꝛ to wake. 
Thus walling Philotes hadde many woz2ds vnto Hercules, 
and demanded from whence hee was: and Hercules tolde 
Him the truth. Alter they ſpake ol their battaile : and at

The aire 
was cleare and fapze, the ſtarres ſhane, At this honre Her» 
cules call his eyes among the ſtarres, and ſcing there Au- 
rora ſhine abone all other, he began to remember his ladie. 
Megara ſaying, Alas, Madam where be ve now? J weuld it 
pleaſed the goddes., that ys remembzed as well me, as: 1 
remember you. In truth the light of this ſame — in⸗ 
flameth the amourous fire wherewith J was late ſeiſed by 
the adminiſtration ol your beautie. Pe bee as farre ſhi- 
ning in beautie aboue the maidens of Greece, as this Aus 
rora ſhineth abone-all the other 2 2 m_ 
ber is ſo great that no man can tell. Megara, f 
right cleare ſtarre, your remembzance illumineth mine 
beart, like as this Karre illumineth the heanen , and mes 
tbinketh that by this remembzaunce when A come to the 
batte ll, ſhall pꝛeuaile the better. Wherefoze J pzomilſe 
vou it loꝛtune helpe me, like as I deſire, ve ſhall bane Your 
part et all that I ſhall conquer, ac. 

The night vzew ouer, and the day began, and at the 
poynt of the ſunne riſing Hercules was all glad of the thins 
king and remembzance that he had of his Ladie , and take 
bis twaꝛde, and lapd to Philotes: we haue pawſed long £4 
e „lo it is day, and the ſunne ryſeth, it is better that we 
exerciſe deedes of armes now , then when the rayes of the 
ſunne be greater: let vs take the time ere the great heate 
come, and let tach of vs do his beſt. Philotes that was all 
readie „ was right joyous when he heard Hercules ,. foz 


ſpace ſper de this matter, and ſapde to him , Hercules J am 
reable , an, way ; Claice veltcrdayto atchiene this battailes 
kepe you as well as pee can, pe haue flaine my.

the mot dp brag Uma ee ey, nA Gef, 
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eat map not be recouered by death of a man, J will do wy 
beſt and deudir, to haue a new-ſouldionr , and that ſhall be 
pou , oꝛ els my ſwazd and foztune ſhall tayle me. Shall 4 
ſo ſade Hercules? and if your ſwoꝛd and foztune ſhail fatle 
pou , what tidings? By my gentleneſſe ſayde Philotes, that 
befell me neuer. And ik any ill foztune and miſaduenturt 
run vpon me that I mull nie des be your ſeruaunte, let it bs 
byon tondition, ; A chall neuer go after into battaile at mine 
owne adueuture og none other during your life: neither foz 
vou, nos foz other I ſhall neuer fight , but if it be my ſellt 
defendaunt. UWithont other woꝛdes the two champions 
allapled each other, and ſmote togither ſo ſaviye , and ſoze, 
that the place redounded with their ſtrokes. In a little while 
they had their i los vnlaſtened by great blowes , Philo- 
res did not faple- to ſmite on Hercules + but bis ftrckes 
were nothing (e great, but that Hercules might beare 
them well enough without grefe 92 ſuffering great da⸗ 
mage. 3 
Thusbegen the batfaile againe of the two Giants. Her- 
_ cules was as high as a giant: be was right fierce in armes, 
pe dis much to get the ſtanding, bat yet he might neuer 
| atfaine to ſmyte Philetes afull ſtroke, foz aſmuch as Philo« 
tes was aboue on the paſſage, which conteyned well two cu⸗ 
bites of height, When Hercule: ſawe and knewe that Phi- 
2 2 his landing without abaching oz adnenturing to 
ne-towne,he thought ſtbtillye that he would fayne hum 
ear and bylittle andlictle after he began te ſmits 
_moze ſieblye then de didbefoze : after that he reculed him⸗ 
fl TR and imote from karre, as if he had fayled and bens 
+ The Greekes were affraiy and weendhe u abt 
nomoye : and then Philotes ſpzang downe from the 
ig win to baue 3 to the kople: but then when 
e him 'befoze him, and that one was ne 
4 ch 175. 5 Herciles teme fo Sa pics 
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Philotes was then all abaſhed , and repented him that 
veſcendedfrom the ſtanding: but that was foz nonght;, foz 
the repenting might not auaile. Then he toke courage, 
and enhaunced his ſwozte , and ſmote Hercules on the SY 
leſt arme, ſo hard that de gaue him a wound that the bloud „ 
ſpꝛang out. þ 
" When Hercules (awe the armes of Philotes beſpzinchs 
led with his bloud , he made none other countenaunce, but 
that he would ſodainiy be auenged of the ſtroke, In gining 
to Philotes tha ſtrokes, with the firſt de brake his helme, 
and ſmote him on the head, and with the (econde he gaus 
him a great wound on the right ſhoulder ,and with the thirt 
| firoke, he made hisſwozd to che out of his tes: and then h 
caught him in his armes, and after long wzaſtling hee 
him to the earth, in lach wiſe that Philotes yelted him ſer⸗ 
uaunte vnto Hercules, and pzomyled him to ſerue him 
trulye all the reſtdne of his lyfe , and that he would beart 
bis armes after him in all places where he ſhould go. Her- 
cules recepued to mercy Pllilotes . And then called Theſeus 
and his companye , who tame and were right glad and ioy⸗ 
dus of the victozye that he had obtained. Then Hercules, 
Philotes and all the other wente into the pie where they 
founde the daughters of Athlas greatlpe diſcomfoꝛted foz 
the death ol the giant. And foz as much as Herculesha! 
alſo conquered Philotes their keper, Hercules and Philore 
tomtaꝛted the daughters tbe beſt wiſe they toulde: and there 
the cr refreſhev themlelnes the ſpace af ee 
dapes. 
Che fourth days he twke xxx. rammes and xxx. ewes; and 
bought them into their ſhip,after that they went to the ſea, 
without any harme doing in the Jle,foz the lone of the gen- 
tlewomen:they departed thente, and went tothe ſea, 
panyed with Philotes, which was conquered by Hercules, as 
is ſayd,and after loues Hercules well and truly q ſerued him 
ener after. But of theyz iourneys , J will-coalſe foz this

By the meane of this money, be cloſed and foztifiev the citie 
of Troye with walles and towers, The wozke was coftiye, 
howbeit in litle time he finiſhed it: and it was not long after 
that the wozke was finiſhed,but rhe day came, in ich La- 
omedon ſhould pape and render vnto the temples of the gods 
the money that he had taken and boꝛowed, At which dap, the 
pꝛtſtes of the temples came vnto Laomedon and demun⸗ 
ded him, if he would tender the oblations and offrings, that 
be had taken oat of the femple 2 Laomedon daigned not to 
(peake tothe pzeſfes,but ſent them wozd ſhamefully, that 
they ſhould returne and kepe their temples, Wheref92e he 
— afterward ſoꝛe puniſhed, loꝛ in the ſame night after that 
he would notheare the pꝛieſtes, the great wines began to 
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ple and beate the one againſt the other, and tauſed the ſea to 
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part of the towne. Beſides this, in eight dayes following, the 
ſunne ſhone ſo ardently, and gaue ſo great heate, that the ped- 
ple durſt not go into the ay2e by day time, and that dried the 
ſuperfluity of the abofipance ofthe water of the ſea that was 
left; whereof raſea cozrupt and a moztal vapour, that inſet⸗ 
tedall the citie. UWhereofengendzed ſogreata peſtilente, 

mall parte of the Troyans were mitten to death vr 

Auence ot the ceꝛrupt ape. 

his peſtilence they of Troy tell in great velolation; 
1 Cittizens men and women, young/and olde dyed(withs 
out ſpeaking ) ſobainlye . The father could not, noz 
might not belpe his childe inneceſſitie , nos the childe the 
father. At this time reigned in Troy neither loue no2 cha⸗ 
ritie: foz each man that might laue bimſelfe fled awaye foz 
feare of this moꝛtalitye, and gaue ouer, and left the Cittie, 
and went to dwell in the feldes, and among all other, the 
king Laomedon ſ ing the deſtruction ofhis realme, went 
into the Ile of Delphos, vnto the temple of the god Apollo, 
fo2 to haue the councell ofthe god, touthing the health of his 
Cittie. With Laomedon went the moſt noble and the moſt 
puiſſant men of Troye : when they were come inte the 
temple, they put them tn contemplation and deuotion be ſoze 
the idol, and the diuell that was therein aunſwered chem 
and ſapd. The money which was taken out of the tem 
ples, and not rendꝛed and papde againe', is cauſe of the 
maladie and vengeaunce of Troye, And J do all the Troi- 
ans to wit, that nener ſhall Troye be quit ot this maladye, 
vnto the time that the ſaydcitie pzouire lo appeaſe the gods, 
in this wiſe ; that it is fo wit, that cuerye moneth they 
mult choſe one of the virgins and m vdens, which mult. bee 
ſet on the ſea five, foꝛ to be deuoured þya menſter vᷣ the gods 
ſhall ſende thither: and the ſapde virgin chalbe choſen 
by lot oz aduentutre. And in this wiſe ſuſt ide cittie 
do, fc2 to appeaſe the godde s perpeti ly vmuill the tine that 
der finde one man, that by bis ar by dis 


. Gall onercomethe ſaid monſter. 
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Atter theſe wozdes and anfweres, Lacemedon wh the 
Troyans aſſe mhle d to counſell vpon this matter, and conclu⸗ 
ded, — foz the common weale and health of Troy, they 
wovld]put their mrains in that ieopardie and adventure, 
fo the ing of the monſter, without any exception a2 res 
ſeruing. Then they re turned vnto J roy, and tot their 
virgins , and taſt lots among them: and on her that the lot 
tell, ha was tante n and baought te the ſea ſide, and anon ad 
ter was ſene ii tome ont of the deepes 02 ſwallowof the ſea, 
_—_ te peſt, that the (ca roſe and was troubled, T he 
a wzought-ahd a right great floud of water liſted vp the 
monſter by times | out of the ſea : hee was as great as a 
whale oz a hulk, and then he toke the virgin, anv\walowed 
her in, and went away againe into the ſea, and from thence 
 fozth the peſtilenceceaſed,Tbus was I roy deliue red from 
their ſicknes and maladie by the oblation of their virgins, 
that were offered vnto the monſfer,from moneth to moneth: 
ans thus(as is ſaid)their virgins were delinered.Jthapned 
in the end ol the mone th, that the ſoꝛte oz lot fell on one of 
the daughters of king Laomedon, named Exiona : this 
daughter was vong and faire, and well beloue d of all pes; 
ple. Mhen this lot was fallen on her, ſhæ was not — bey 
wailed and ſazrowed of king Laomedon her fathe r. ard ct 
his ſon Pryamus, and ber ſiſter Antigona, aud of her<dfins 
and all pes: but of al the people, men, women, 8nd childzen; 
notwithſtanding, their weepings , noꝛ the god renoume of 
per, could not ſane her, ſhee was put ts the diſpoſing! of the 
monſter. The noble virgin was ready to obey the king 
Lomedon, and bꝛougdt herreupon to the ſea ide, accompa⸗ 
nied with nobles, lat ies, and gentie women, with a great 
traine of Troyans,citizens,and marchants, all which made 
ow — _ J — zat the inſtant that ſhe was

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taking land ; he beheld on ah one ſide, and ſaw the Troi- - 
ans werping and be wailing Exiona, incaſting abzoad their 
armes and wzinging their hands, that he hav pitie to ſoy if, 
And he defiring to know what them ailed, put Himielfe 
into the pꝛeaſe, and ſawe there where they bound the faire 
Exiona in the rout,atfired with ropall attire, all viſcoloured 15

Sir( ſaid Hercules) Fama ſtranger, and 
J loue thc wozthip and honoar of Lanics', and there is no a 
thing that J night do fo; them, but J Would do it vako Ns 
power: and foz as much as I ſe this Gentlewoman thus 
intreated, in the fauour ot all Ladies, J haue aſkedofyou 
the cauſe, and J will know it, az put my ſelfe in aduenture 
fo2 to die with her. And the reſoze J demand pet again, what 
treſpaſſe oz ſinne hath ſhee done, that theſe men thus binde 
her? ey ſonne (anſwered Lad Ie well that ye be 
ignoꝛant. andknow not the reaſous and the tauſe, whe re⸗ 
foꝛe my daughter is here abandoned: there is no man but 
he may wel know it,fo2 the ſhall die foz the ſafetie and health 
of Troy, and J will tell you how ine be com thereto.

The king CEuander was all abached fo2 
to ſte in Mercules ſo great nimbleneſſe and ſwiftnefe, 
Pzicas and the Cafidoniers; when they ſawe bim moue 
from the holte, they ſuppoſed that it had been a hozſe 02 o⸗ 
ther beatk. In theend when Hercules was tome nigh to 
hom, within the ſpace of a bow ſhot, they knewe that it 
was Hercules, 'wheteat'they wereſozeabaſhed of his:

them: not foz any need they had, but fo2 to ſhewe their e⸗ 
mies, that they woulde well that they ſhoulde reſt them. 
In this wiſe the hattell ceaſed, Hercoles ſuppoſing that 
the Calidoniens would aſſemble on the mozrowe when 
ther bad reſted them: but they withdzewe themſelues, 
d ſame there . The dap paſſed; the night 
tame on: then the king Pꝛicus aſſemblet his folke, and 
" Gewed to them theirloſſe , and the ſtrength and might 
ofthe Greckes and in eſpeciall of Yercules. After bee 
laid to them. that they tould neuer conquer them, and 
that they cauld no wiſclier doe then to w ithoꝛawe them, 
andto returne into their tountrey. The Calidoniens 
that dꝛeaded Hercules Mo2e then the death, oz tempeſt, 
oz thunder of the ar ven; had great ioy, when ther vn⸗ 
derttood the will king ost icus: and an wered all with, 
d, thai ther were ready to go fozthonthe way.

there was but one man in a long gowne; they opened to 
him the gate, and aſued him what he would baus: Pereu⸗

What chall Jlayv ? with great ioy and glad⸗ 
neſſe they returned bntd the Greekes; and did cauſe to 
diſancre their ſhippes, and ſaiſedfo2 to arriue at the poꝛt 
oz hauen of Thꝛace.

Whereat was a great vpꝛoare. This notwithfanding, 
DHerculestooke foPhilotesthearmes of Diomedes,/ and 
ſent him into the citie foi to ſummon them that gouerned 
it, and foꝛ to yeeld it into his handes. Philotes went in- 
to the pallace of CThꝛate, and made to bee aſſembled them 
that then were pꝛintipall in the Citie. When they were 
afſembled,- Phylotes did then open to them his charge 
and ineflage, and ſummoned the Thꝛaciens, that ther 
choulde deliuer their title into the handes of Hercules :

In this place declareth Dares, in his booke, the fach i⸗ 
ons of the Gꝛeckes that were befoze Trop, ot the moſt᷑ nos 
table of them, as bee that ſaw them and beheld them ma⸗ 
ny times during the truce that was often times betwens 
both parties, during the ſiege befoze the citie. And he bes | 
gan to ſpeake of Helen, ani ſayeth, that he was ſo faire, 
that in the wozldg no man could finde no fairer woman, 
no2 better ſoꝛmed ol all members.

he had no fellow no: any like vnto him. Diemevdes was 
great, audbadabjoad bzeaſt, and marueileus ſtrong, of 
— regard and fight, falſe in his pzomiſes,-woozthie 
 defirous of victozie, dzead and redoubted: foz 
he was —— iniurious to his ſeruants, and luxurious, 
wherefoze bee ſuffered many paines. Ute Duke Neſto2 
was of great members and long, and well beſpoken, dil⸗ 
crete and veryth2iftie, and gaue alwapes good countell, 
zuicklp and lone ber would be very angry, andſtraight⸗ 
way pleaſed aga ine: hes was the moſt true friend in the 
wozlo. Paothe ſilaus was faire, and ot goodly ſtature, 
rigbt noble and active in armes. Neoptolemus' was 
great, blackehatreandgreateycs, but i iopous and well 
heered, his ciebzowes ſmooth, ſtammering in his words, 
ut he was wiſe in the lawe. Palamedes ſonne of king 
Nanlus, was ofright faire ſhape and leane, ſtout and a-

Then when Hectoꝛ was richly array 2d and armed 
with good harneſſe and ſure. hee mounted vpon bis hoꝛſe 
named Galathe, that was one of the moſt great e firon- 
geſt hoꝛſe of the wozld. And ſo (armed and mounted) he 
rode vnto the king his father, and ſapd vnto him: Right 
deare father, reteine with vou athouſand and fine hun⸗ 
dzod knightes, and all the men of foote ofthis eitie, and 
holde you without befoꝛe the ſight of the G2ekp,;t moue 
vou not, but if A ſend vou wozp:ts the end, it we haue ne⸗ 
ceſſitie,that pe be our refuge. And J will ſend poualway 
among my meſſengers, that ſhall tell to vou the ſtate ot 
the battell: andfake pe good bred, and kerpe good guard, 
that our enemies take not our citie by pollicie 02 freafon. 

And the king anſwered him: Py ſonne, J will doe all as 
thou -baſtſayde vnto me ; fo2 next after the arde and helpe 
ol the gods, thou art all my hope and truſt, and haue no 
confidence but in the vertue of thine armes, and inthe 
great diſtretion of thy wit. And J pꝛap to the gods right

After theſe woꝛdes, Yectoz went fo2th afterthe other. 
This Dectoz was very couragious, ſtrong, and victozi- 
dus in battaile, and a right wiſe conductoʒ of menne of 
armes. Mis ſhield was all of golde, and in the middle a 
Lion ok gules, and albeit that he was the laſt that iCued 
out ot his houſe oꝛ of the city, pet paſſed hee alway all the 
batte ls, and came and put himſelle befoze in the firſt-baty 
tell.

Then returned theſe thzee pinces vnto agamemnon, 
and ſayde to him all that they had found in Achilles: and 
Agamemnon made it to bee knowen to the pꝛintes of the 
poſt, whom he had aſſembled foz this cauſe, and demaun⸗ 
ded of them their aduice, Then food vp Penelaus, ſap⸗ 
ing that it would be to vsnow great thame ta ſerke peace 
with the Troyans, ſince thatYeco2 and Deiphebus be 
dead, and ſlaine, and that by their death the Troy 
pute them as vanquiſhed: and that without Achille:

To that anſwered Uliſſes and Neſtoz, and ſayde, tha 
was not marucll though Penelaus deſired the n 
affection to recouer his wife, and that Trop was nat ſo 
diſgarniſhed, but that they had a newe Yeeto2, that was 
Tropius, who was little lege rang and woozthy then 
Hectoꝛ. And there was alſo another Deiphebus, and that 
was Paris, whom wee ought to doubt as much as the o⸗ 
ther: and thereloꝛe they counſelled the peate, and to re⸗ 
turne home againe to Gꝛce.

577 Ben the frace of two moneths was paſſed, 
/ Iſchey began to fight in battell right ſharpelp. 
1//*2| There did Troplus marueiles of armes, fo: 
Ito reuenge the death of his bꝛother. Dares 
ſapeth in his booke, that hee ſlewe that dap a 
thouſand knights, and the Gꝛeeks fledde befoze him, and 
the battell endured vnto the night that parted them: the 
day following, the fonreteenth battell beganne hard and 


hyarpe. There did Diomedes marueiles ol armes, and 


few many Tropans, and hurt them, and addzeſſed him⸗ 
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that he beate him downe to the earth, and ſoze hurt him, 
and repꝛoched him of the lone of Bꝛiſeida. Then the 

Sens ranne with great ſtrength, and tooke Diomedes 
vp, e bare him vpon his ſhield vnto his tent. Henelaus 
that ſawe Diomedes ſo beaten, adꝛeſled himſelfe aga init 
Troplus, but Troplus that had pet his ſpeare whole, 
ſmote him ſo hard, that hee beate him dolrne to the earth 


ſioꝛe hurt, and was ho2ne into his tent byhis men vppon 


his ſhield . Then Agamẽnon aſſembled all tzis ſtrength. 
9 ong the Zrorans, and lle w — — 
roplus 


Troylns came againſt him, and ſmote him dolone off his 
boſe : bat hee was anon remounted by the helpe of his 
folke. 

Thus finiſhed the battell that day, and Agamenmou 
ſentfo2 to hane-trace foꝛ ſix moneths: which wers agreed 
and actoꝛded by king P2tamus. Yowbeit, it ſeemed to 
ſome of his councell, that he ſhould not grant them fo2 ſo 
long. Among theſe things, Bꝛiſeida againſt the will of 
her father, went foz to ſee Diomedes that lap ſozehurt in 
his tent, and ſhee knew well that Troylus that was ber 
loue, had ſo hurt him Then returned into her minde ma⸗ 
ny pur poſes, and in the end ſhe ſaw that ſhe might neuer 
recover Troplus: and thereſoze aſſoone as Diomedes 
were whole, ſhe would giue to him her loue without lon⸗ 
ger tarrying. 

Among theſe things the king Agamemnan tranſpoz- 
ted him.vnto the tent of Achilles inthe companyofduke 

Neſtoꝛ, and Achilles receiued them withgreat iop, and: 
Agamemnon pꝛaped him that he would come fozthto the 
battell, and ſuffer no moꝛe their people thus to be flaine, 
But Achilles woulde neuer ſtirre vp his courage ſoz bis 
woꝛds: vet foꝛaſmuch as he loued Agamemnon, he agreed 
andtonlented v his men ſhould go to battel without him: 
- whereof Agamemnon g Neltoz-gaue him great thanks, 
t after they had thanked him, he returned intotheir tẽts. 

Mhenthe fruce were paſſed, Agamemnon oꝛdeined 
his people to battell, and Achilles ſent to him his Pirmi⸗ 
dones clad t mark ed with a red ſigne, foz to be knowen. 
Chen began the battell hard and ſharpe, tothe great da⸗ 
mage of both partes. There Troplus beate downe the 
duke of Athens, and ile w many ol the Pirmidones, and 
hurt, and fought thus till the night parted them. On 4 
moꝛrow betimes, began the battellſharpo# moztall, 
king Philomenus t Polidamas fooke the king Thoas, 
and had lead him away, had not the Pirmidones reſcus 


2 Then Troplus ſmote in among them 
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flew many and part Wen » but they delinered to him 
great aſſault, and dewe his hoꝛſe, and woulde haue taken 
bim. Then Paris and his baſtard bzethzen ſmote in a⸗ 
mong them, and bzake their ranks, and put Troplus a- 
gains on his hozſe : then was there a fierce fight: there 
flew the Wirmidones Emargeron one of the baſtards of 
king Pꝛiamus of Trop, whereof Troylus had great ſoꝛ⸗ 
robo, and by the ayde of his people ſmote in among them, 

and fle we and hurt many, but theydefended themle lues 
valiantlp, and heide together, and Troylus ceaſednot to 
grieue them, t to enter among them often times. Then 


tame to the battell Agamemnon, Menelaus, Thelamon, 


Ulifes and Diomedes, with all their people, and began 
a hote ſkirmiſh. There the Oꝛeekes did make the Troy⸗ 
ans to ſuſter much paine, but Troylus ſucconred then? 


valiantly,and put himſelfeatway where moſt need was 


and lle we and beat downe all that he fonnde , and did 
much by his pzowelle, that the Gꝛeekes fledde into their 
Tents, and Thelamon defended valiantly, æ made them 
foreconer the felve by his pzoweſſe. This was the ſix 
teenth battell, in the which died many knightes of both 
Ades. Troplus ceaſed not to grieue the Pirmidones, and 
there was none ſo puiſlaunt, noꝛ ſo ſtrong, that might en⸗ 
dure againſt him, and hee did ſo much, that hee put the 
SOꝛeeks to flight, and tooke an hundꝛed noble men that he 
S2ought into the citie. 
When the battell was finiſhed, anainft the enen the 
Mirmidones returned vnto the Tent of Achilles, e there 
Was kounde many or them hurt, and there were an hun⸗ 
dꝛzed ol them dead, whereof Achilles had much ſozrowe : 
and when it w night; he went fo bed, and there he had 
"many thoughts, and pur poled once to go to the battellfo; 
to rruenge the death of his men, and another time hee 
ought on te! beautie of Polixene, and thought that if he

buried their dead bodies, and when thoſe daies were pal: 
ſcd, the eighteenth battaile began right alpire and ſters. 
Menc laus and Paris iouſted togither, and beate well 
each other. Polidamas and 'Uiies fought togither a 
great while, and Peneſteus beate downe Eneas with 
touſtiag:. The king Phylomenus beate Agamemnon, 
and had ſoꝛe hurt him, it Thelamon had not come on that 
ſmote to ground Philomenus ſoze wounded. Archt⸗ 
logus the ſonne of duke Meſkoz, aſſailed: one of the ba⸗ 
ſtardes of king Pꝛiamus named Bꝛum, and ſmote him 
ſo hard with his {peare, that hee bare him do one to the 
ground and ew him. Whereof the Tropans had great 
ſoꝛrow, and aboue all other Croplus was angry, thae 
ſmote in among the Greekes and had put them to flight 
hadde not the Mirmidones haue been that reſiſted him. 
And thereſoze Troplus {mote in among them, and lie we 1 
ſo many , and beate downe, and did ſo much · that he made 
the Greekes ko go backe into their Tentes, and aligyted "FG 
on feoke andenfered info the fentes , and llewe them on 5 
all ſides: and there was ſo great a crie, that the ſounde 
tame to Achilles, that refed him in his Tent; and de⸗

he went. When Troplus knewe that Achilles fanght 
with his \wozd, headdzefſed him to him, and gaue him 
io great a ſtroke, that he made him a great wound and a 
deepe, that he muſt needes ceaſe many daies of comming 
to battaile. Troplus was hurt alſo by the hand of Achil- 
les, but nothing ſo ſoꝛe, and both fel down to the ground, 
and the battaile dured vnt ill the night: and on the moz- 
rowe they beganne again, and endured vnto the Euen. 
And thus they fought fire dates continually : Wherefoze 
there were many llaine on either part. The king Pꝛia⸗ 
mus had great ſozrowe of this that Achilles againſt his 

2omiſe was come into the battaile, and thought that he 
had ginen him to vnderſtand a thing that was not: but 
rather that hee meant fo to deceiue him then otherwiſe, 
and repꝛoched his wife to belecue ſo lightly him: and Pos 
lixene ſozrowed then enough, foz ſhe was cantented then 
to haue had Achilles to her huſband. 

Achilles among other thinges, did heale bis woundes, 
during fire monethes of truce that thep had gotten, which 
woundes Troylus had giuen him, and he purpoſed fo a- 

uenge him, and that Trorlus ſhonid die ſhameſully be 
pis hand. After theſe things the nineteenth batte began 
with great laughter, and afo:e that Achilles entered in⸗
